SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Gregory Dark's Sex Freaks is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

It contains a feature and a trailers explicitly depicting sexual activity. The substantial 
majority of these depictions contain degrading, demeaning and dehumanising elements 
in the treatment of sex and women. The degrading elements are continuous and of 
such a strong degree as to dominate the video recording. The likely injury to the public 
good derives from the availability of these elements in the video recording, particularly 
the degrading of women, as sexually arousing material for the benefit of male viewers. 

The extent, degree and manner of the degrading images is such that the availability of 
the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. An objectionable classification 
is therefore a reasonable and justifiable limitation on the rights and freedoms of s14 of 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
